SUPERVISORY PRIMARY EXAMINER 
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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: With respect to the applicants remarks on the 
nonstatutory double patenting issues directed towards claim 1, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Both the instant application and the 
co-pending application 10/697004 are both directed towards game machines that produce beneficial states and game result display 
means. They both utilize the common set up of layering a first display and a second display means to display a varying image to the user. 
The features that supposedly distinguish are typically the intended use of the applicant's invention however, the technical strucutre and 
features of the apparatus are not patentably distinct. Therefore the Examiner respectfully disagrees and maintains the double patenting 
rejection from the office action mailed 3/7/2007. With respect the applicant's arguments on claim 1 . The applicant's representative argues 
that Motegi and Loose lack in disclosing "a part of the game result on the first display means is seen only through the light transmitting 
symbols while being variably displayed on the second display means" and "a part of the game result on the first display means is seens 
only through the light transmitting symbols while being variably displayed on the second display means. Examiner respefully disagrees. 
The combination of Motegi, which teaches the ability to super impose images using two display devices and Loose, which displays a 
mechanical reel set with a variable transmittance display in front of the reel set, taken in combination would result in the limitations argued 
by the applicant's representative (see Figs. 2a, 5-6 of Loose et al. and Figs. 5-6 of Motegi et al. 
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
